IFTY years ago today Gen. G. T. 
F Beauregard, commanding the Con- 
federate troops at Manassas, V@., 
issued a proclamation in which he ac- 
cused the Northern soldiers occupying 
the heights along the Potomac of dis- 
res t for Southern women. 
document was couched in se- 
vere language. The accusation great- 
ly angered the North—the rest could 
be overlooked, as in keeping with 
language of the day common to both 
sides——for it was felt te be an unde- 
served attack on the honor of the 
Union volunteers. 

That the proclamation was based in 
other respects on a condition in- 
separable from such a time and place 
was in due course to be recognized. 

Armies are much alike, and when- 
ever an army is encamped on hostile 
soll its soldiers are bound to look with 
longing eyes on the fatness of the 
land, if any there be. 

In the case of the Union army be- 
fore Washington, in Virginia, chick- 
ens and young pigs had proven more 
of a temptation that some of the mon 
could withstand. wee had ao 
fro the beginning - 
om | a sort of individual foraging hard 
to control among new troops, and this 
had been followed by some instances’ 
of graver wrongdoing, such as 
breaking and entering and the theft 
of property other than food. 

e Virginians whose homes had 
been entered or hencoops robbed by 
Union soldiera—whose purpose in 
most instances was no more serious 
than the securing of some delicacy 
craved—found it easy to believe that 
these men represented officers who 
countenanced this and more serious 
offenses against law and order. 

In the state of general alarm among 
the people of that section of Virginia 
—who were abandoning their homes 
for fear of the Northern troops—~Gen. 
Beauregard was led to believe that 
the gravest accusations against the 
tnion soldiers were true. Proceed- 
ing on this belief he issued an official 
statement, soon to become widely 
known as “Gen. Beauregard’s ‘Beauty 
and Booty’ Proclamation.” 

An Appeal to Passion. 

As an appeal to passion the Con- 
federate general's words were well 
chosen. He could have selected none 
more likely to fire the anger of a 
Southern man than those he used. 

The text of the proclamation was as 
follows:

An Anti-Terpsichorean Strife 


Stirs Beach Resorts. 


Hundreds to Figure in 


What's Near Civil War. 


No Petitions Answered But 
Majority May Rule. 


Terpsichore must go. 

At the end of three weeks of pe- 
titions and counter-petitions, agitation 
and turmoil! that has amounted prac- 
tically to civil war along three miles 
of beach line, it has seemingly been 
definitely decided that there will be 
no Sunday dancing at Redondo this 
year. The fiat proceeds as an eX- 
ample of the majority rule affecting 
the community. The season opens 
June 17, but it appears that there 
will be nothing more exciting than 
band concerts at the pavilion. 

Some weeks ago a petition was 
circulated by business men of the 
water front asking ©. H. Burnett, 
manager of the outside amusements 
for the railway company, to put on 
Sunday dancing. It was felt by them 
that a great deal of desirable business 
was lost by reason of there being 
nothing to hold the crowds, in view 
of the fact that nearly all of the 
other beaches have dances on Sun- 
day. 

This was signed by eighty-eight 
business men and sent to Burnett. 
News of it immediately caused a 
small-sized tempest, Counter peti- 
tlons Burnett were hastily drawn 
up and circulated. Led by C. W. 
Grasse!, A. M. Harter, J. G. Thomas, 
Rev. W. P. Hardy and others, the 
anti-dance faction waxed mightily. 
The counter petition, of which there 
were six copies circulated, was 
couched in dignified phrase, and 
stated that past experience had been 
such as to teach the petitioners that 
“a grave mistake will be made by 
catering to this form of amusement 
on the Sabbath,” and that having the 
future welfare, good name and pros- 
perity of the city at heart, they 
earnestly requested that the Manage- 
ment be not influenced. to grant Sun- 
day dancing at the pavilion. 

The petitions were circulated 
throughout the resident portion of 
the city, and @75 names of men and 
women attached. At the church 
services the several ministers read the 
petition and presented it for signa- 
tures. 

Then Hermosa Beach took a hand 
in the game, and a similar petition 
to that sent around Redondo oppos- 
ing the Sunday dance was signed by 
forty-one residents of the neighbor- 
ing town. Mrs. Alice Porter and Mrs. 
Cc. M. Andrews circulated the Her- 
mosa petition, heartily opposed by

MANY PERSONS CONFIRMED AT 
CATHEDRAL. 


Pontifical High Mass Celebrated 
and Notable Address Delivercd by 
Bishop—Children Take Pledge of 
Total Abstinence, to Be Effective 
Till They Reach Twenty-one. 


Pentecost Sunday, observed by the 
Roman Catholic Church as one of the 
three great feast days of the year, 
was celebrated yesterday 
Viblana’s Cathedral by a pontificial 
high mass in the morning, followed 
by the confirmation of adults, to the 
number of forty. In the afternoon, 
Bishop Conaty delivered ‘an address 
to the young people of the diocese, 
followed by the confirmation of forty- 
seven boys and seventy-one girls. At 
the afternoon service, the bishop Was 
assisted by Rev. Edward Kirk, Rev. 
John Hegarty and, also, by Rev. Ed- 
ward Brady, who performed the so- 
lemn benediction of the Blessed Sa- 
crament. 

Bichop Conaty prefaced his address 
in the afternoon by explaining to the 
children tnd significance of the Pent- 
ecost, upon which day the holy spirit 
descended upon the disciples; for 
which reason tt was chosen among the 
days of the year as the most fitting 
for entering into the spirit and work 
of the church. 

“The secrament’ of confirmation 
gives us the Holy Spirit of God In his 
divine petson, with all his gifts and 
graces,” continued the Bishop. “Our 
Savior promised his aposties that he 
would send them the Holy Splrit, who 
would remind them of the things 
which he had promised and lead them 
into all truth.” 

“We can readily recall,” he said, 
“the slowners of belief, and the lack 
of courage which characterized the 
aposties before the Resurrection: but 
immediately after the descent of the 
Holy Ghest, we are amazed with what 
marvelous power they diffused the 
truth of Christ among the people, not 
only preaching the gospel and estab- 
lishing the charch, but giving up their 
lives for the faith with a heroism 
which coul@ have been. inspired only 
by the power of the Holy Spirit recei- 
ved on the day of Pentecost.” 

Bishop Conaty defined confirmation 
as a sacrament instituted by Christ 
for the purpose of bestowing the gift 
of the Holy .Spirit of God upon the 
soul, and eited the acts of the Apos- 
tles as clearty confirming this sacra- 
ment, giving {t also apostolic author- 
ity.

“Jesus Christ—What Manner of 
Man is He?’ was the subject of the 
sermon delivered at Temple Baptist 
Church by the pastor, Rev. Dr. J: 
Whitcomb Brougher, yesterday. He 
said in part: 

“What manner of man is this who 
calls himself the Son of Man? There 
have been three classes of thinkers 
who have endeavored to answer this 
question. Some have denied = that 
Jesus was a man at all. They have 
infisted that he was God and in no 
real sense a man. While he appeared 
in the form of man, yet essentially he 
was only God, who had limited him- 
Self to a material body that he might 
be able to reveal himself to mankind. 

“Others have declared that Jesus

There are those, chowever, who be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ was both man 
and God in one—truly man and truly 
Ged. This is the position usually heid 
by evangelical Christ‘ans. 
“Jesus Christ was a true man. He 
appears in the history of the world 
as one among his fellows, taking an 
interest in everything that is human. 
Although conceived in a super-hu- 
man manner, He nevertheless was 
Subject to human laws of develop- 
mont, and grew under the care and 
influence of his parents. He increased 
In stature, wisdom, intellectual and 
moral power. He passed through al! 
the experiences of childhood to man- 
hood hearing the same burdens, per- 
forming the same work, and tgus be- 
ing able to enter sympathetically in- 
to the real needs of mankind.

HE REFERENDUM IN EUROPE, 
There are counties in California in 
which the entire Republic of Switzerland 
could be placed and not be visible from the 
edges of the adjoining counties. The Swiss 
people have but few manufacturing estab- 
lishments. Their industries are mostly 
pastoral. The clashing ambitions of France 
and Germany have helped the Swiss people 
to preserve the independent republic which 
they established in a former century. 
Switzerland, about sixty years ago, adopted 
the system of government which prevailed 
in ancient Greece, waere the people met in 
the marketplaces, discussed and enacted 

laws ahd elected their public officers. 

Switzerland has had the initiative and 
the referendum in operation for more than 
half a century, and the concurrent opinion 
both of the Swiss themselves and their 
neighbors is that this form of government 
is altogether unsatisfactory. Mr. Albert 
Bushnell Hart, in his work entitled “Vox 
Populi in Switzerland,” says: 

“I must own to disappointment over the 
use made by the Swiss of their envied 
opportunity. On the 20 referenda between 
1879 and 1891 the average vote in proportion 
to the voters was but 58.5 per cent.; in only 
one case did it reach 67 per cent.; and in 
one case, the patent law of 1887, it fell to 
about 40 per cent. in the Confederation and 
to 9 per cent. in the Canton Schwyz, On 
the serious and dangerous question of rec- 
ognizing the right to employment . 
only 56 per cent. participated. 

_ . , “The result of the small vote is 
that laws duly considered by the nationa! 
Legislature and passed by considerable 
majorities are often reversed by a minority 
of the voters. The most probable reason 
for this apathy is that there are too many 
elections. .. . Whatever the cause, 
Swiss voters are less interested in referenda 
than Swiss legislators in framing bills.”

The 
State Administrator is made by law the 
executor of all wills, and the administrator 
of the estates of all intesiates. In the per- 
formance of his duties he examines into the 
affairs of the deceased, and if the latter has 
at any time defrauded the revenues by 
misstatement of income or otherwise, the 
amount of his-delinquency is deducted from 
his estate before it is delivered to his heirs 
or legatees” 

Roth the first and the second French 
republics were put out of existence by ref- 
erendums. In 1802 a “plebiscite,” which is 
the French name for a referendum, was 
had. The question submitted was, “Shall 
Napoleon Bonaparte be Consul for life?’ 
The vote was almost unanimous in favor of 
Napoleon. After being installed as Consul 
for life the Consul became Emperor on his 
own motion, without any referendum. 

The second French Republic which in 1848 
was established on the ruins of the govern- 
ment of Louis Philippe was, four years 
afterwards, put out of commission by Louis 
Napoleon, who, in 1852, by means of a 
referendum, was elected Emperor of the 
French. 

The present French Republic which has 
been in existence since the Franco-Prussian 
War, has not provided for its own extinction 
by means of a referendum, and there are no 
more Bonapartes to lead Paris mobs. 

Imagine the possible results of the adop- 
tion of the referendum in California.

The city of Prague is developing an arte- 
sian well supply sufficient for the entire 
needs of the municipality. Six hundred welis 
are being drilled near the Junction of the 
Rivers Elbe and Iser, the water from which 
will be collected into four large basins and 
eonducted to the city through fifteen miles 
of mains three feet six inches in diameter. 


The capacity of the wells is estimated at | 


18,491,000 gallons daily. The price charged 
by the city for water depends upon the 
amount of rent the consumer pays. For ex- 
ample, all persons paying a rent of $4096 or 
less a year receive free of charge annually 


523 cubie yards of water, and for each addl- 


tional $406 rent paid they receive an addi- 
tional 528 cubic yards of water free. For 


water used in excess of this allowance the 


charge is 2 cents per cuwe yard. There are 
now in use in Prague 5154 water meters. for 
which the city asks an annua! rental rang- 
ing from $2.03 for those of the smallest ca- 
pacity to $19.48 for those of the largest size. 


EDUCATIONAL NOTES. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad bas 
taken an advance step by fitting up an in- 
struct car as the beginning of an educa- 
tional system for the benefit of the large 
number of its foreign employees. The work 
of instruction has been placed under the 
eare of the Y.M.C.A. of Baltimore. The 
Roberts system of teaching languages is 
followed, this being very easy for the men 
to grasp and enabling one teacher to instruct 
an unlimited number of nationalities in a 
single class. The simple everyday affairs 
of life are taught the men, the things the 
foreigner needs to know about his home, his 
work and commercial life. A few of the 
subjects embraced in the course are: “Get- 
ting Up Im the Morning,” “Lighting the 
Fire,” “Use of Table Utensils,” 
Meals,” “The Man Washing,” “Welcoming a 
Visitor,” “Beginning the Day's Work,” “The 
Railroad Laborer at Work,” “A Man Seeking 
Employment,” “Letter Writing,” “Going to 
the Railroad Station,” “Home Expense,” 
“Depositing Money in the Bank,” “Pur- 
chasing Property,” and various other pur- 
suits of the head of the family, these 
subjects being imparted to the employee by 
means of object lessons and through the 
sense of hearing just as a child learns to 
repeat words from hearing others. The 
foreign-speaking men are drilled in the use 
of simple sentences, which are dramatized 
by the teacher acting out the meaning and 
the student thus acquires a knowledge of 
the use of sentences rather than of single 
words, After each lesson the student is 
given a lesson sheet with the sentences 
printed thereon so that he may practice at 
home and teach his wife and children, if he 
be so fortunate as to have his family in this 
country. On the reverse side of the lesson 
sheet the same sentences are in script, 
which serves the purpose of a copy book 
and, by purchasing pen and ink, writing can 
be practiced at home. 
dent is encouraged to utilize every spare 
moment for self-improvement. 

One of the most practical matters that 
received the attention of the recent Mothers 
Congress in Washington, was the organiza- 
tion of parental associations for co-operation 
with the public school system. The purpose 
is to bring the home and the public school 
into closer touch by the organization in each 
public school district of an association of 
parents and teachers, through which there 
may be gained a better understanding and 
a@ greater sympathy in the joint responal- 
bility for the bringing up of the children. 

In the larger centers of population there 
has been in recent years a notable extension 
of the functions of the public school system, 
amounting in some respects to the substi- 
tution of the public school for many of the 
responsibilities which formerly were con- 
sidered as"belonging to the home. The new 
movement proposes to appeal to the parent 
to appreciate and exercise responsibility. 
Further than this, it aims to ald im the 
solution of the many problems of public 
school administration by supplementing the 
academic wisdom of theorists and pro 
fessional! pedagogues with the practical ideas 
of fathers and mothers. 

Uncle Sam is carrying the crusade of 
better crop methods inte the places that 
are being devastated by the boll weevil and 
other enemies of agricultural prosperity, in- 
cluding the dry rot of one-crop farming, says 
Forrest Crissey in Success Magazine. This 
crusade aims at the agricultural salvation 
of half a continent and is one of the greatest 
home missionary projects in operation any- 
where in the world. More than $350,000 
was spent in this work in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1910. To be exact, the 
United States government furnished $207,- 
000; the General Education Board of New 
York gave $102,000, and about $50,000 came 
from public-spirited men and organizations 
in the States where the work is being done, 
Counties, cities, Boards of Trade and private 
individuals have come forward with contri- 
butions sufficient to pay in part or in full 
the expense of maintaining an agent in order 
to get the services of one of these farm 
missionaries in their immediate localities 
and to get him without waiting. 

The opening of windows in a Providence 
school not quite three years ago Was so 
novel a feat that the whole country 
watched. Newspapers reported it at length 
and committees came to Inspect. The ex- 
ample set by Providence has been followed 
from coast to coast. Now the open-air 
school is almost taken for granted. In 1908 
three cities had outdoor schools. in 19069 
five; in 1910 twenty-seven schools and some 
fifteen or sixteen cities adopted this hew 
feature of an educational system. 

Boston, New York, Chicago, Hartford and 
Rochester, the pioneers after Providence, 
have had a number of imitators. Pawtucket, 
R. 1., besides establishing a very fine open-air 
school, adopted the progressive policy, which 
also prevails in Boston, of including an open- 
air room in each new school building. Mont- 
clair, N. J., started a school In a tent, which 
attracted wide newspaper attention.
